forenoon in Irving H all. 
In th e absence of 
th e P resident, I. G. de T u rk called the 
m eeting to order. 
A com m unication was read from J . B. J. 
P ortal in regard to th e causes o f depreci­ 
ated prices in C alifornia grapes and w ines, 
an d to su b m it a plan of his ow n to keep 
up values. 
H e said : ‘ O ur w ines leave the 
grow er at ruin o u s figures; th e honest m er­ 
ch an t th a t sells them pure gets bu t a sm all 
p ro fit; it is, therefore, th e retailer th a t gets 
th e fat goose and m akes th e disaster. 
H e 
m u st m ake from 200 to 500 per cent, profit, 
m aking th e m ost ord in ary beverage a lu x ­ 
ury, w hich, in m y opinion, is our first for­ 
m idable enem y. 
I w ould propose for y o u r 
consideration to double th e consum ption in 
th is State first an d th en go farth er East. 
T h is State consum es nearly 3,000.000 gal­ 
lons annually; East, about 6.000,000 a n n u ­ 
ally, we produce on an average about 15,­ 
000,000, m aking out over-production 6.000,­ 
000 an n u ally , w hich is too m uch. 
O ur ho­ 
tels an d restaurants, and boarding-houses 
har, ly know w h at o u r C alifornia w ine is, 
or if they keep any, they keep them at such 
figures th at o rdinary consum ers do not use 
it at all, w ho are th e very ones th at will 
m ake 
real 
increase 
and 
consum ption.

w ines at prices so th a t the m asses can 
d rin k it, an d th at th e grow er can have for 
him seli som ething to eat. 
O f course this 
costs m oney and takes tim e. 
W e have 
both of th em . 
It costs m oney to carry on 
any enterprise. ’ 
M. M. Estee objected to th e statem ent 
m ade in M r. P o rtal's letter to th e eflect 
th a t 6,000,000 gallons w ere produced in 
th is State. 
H e ventured to say th at in the 
entire State there w ere not 1,000,000 gallons 
of w ine u n d er th e vintage o f 1866. 
J . H . W heeler w as of the opinion th at 
th e only way to reduce th e overproduction 
was to dry th e grapes. 
T h is reduction of 
th e supply w ould have th e eflect o f raising 
prices an d by n ext year everything w ould 
be in a health y state. 
A s he had heard ob­ 
jections to the d rying process, M r. W heeler 
said h e w ould like to h ear of any other 
schem es th a t m ig h t be available. 
M r. Estee related an instance w hich cam e 
to his notice w hile in th e E ast recently, lie 
w ent in to a dealer’s place, w ho advertised 
C alifornia w ine for sale. 
H e asked for 
som e of th e w ine an d was astonished to 
see the dealer draw it from a cask. 
It was 
C alifornia claret w ithout a doubt, b u t of a 
m iserable w eak q uality. 
T h e dealer in ­ 
form ed M r. Estee th a t he had n o use for 
w ine th at he could not keep on tap. 
Now, 
everybody know s th at a "good q u ality of 
claret cannot be kept in th is m anner. 
W hile such w ine was sold and in dem and, 
th e better qualities w ere going to suffer. 
A gentlem an from Sonom a announced 
him self in favor o f M r. W heeler's idea of 
d ry in g grapes to reduce th e production. 
H e said lie w as sure th a t as good w ine 
could he m ade from dried grapes as from 
fresh ones. 
Ju d g e S tauley o f N apa assured the m eet­ 
ing th at th e cause of the depreciation was 
the great q u an tity of bad w ine on the 
m arket. 
In th e E ast it was im possible to 
find an y good C alifornia w ine. 
T he only 
really good C alifornia w ine to be found 
th ere w as sold under foreign labels. 
G. de T u rk took th e liberty to address 
th e m eeting from the chair on th e subject 
u n d er discussion. 
H e said th at poor w ine 
was th e great stu m b lin g block in this 
State, both to th e consum er an d grow er. 
B ut w h at shall be done to th is poor w ine? 
he asked. 
Mr. de T u rk th o u g h t he saw a 
solution of 
th e problem . 
D rying ttie 
grapes w as o nly a tem porary relief. 
H is 
plan was to gather u p all th is inferior w ine 
and distill it in to brandy. 
T h at w hich 
wa3 unfit for distillation should be turned 
in to th e gutter. 
In th is w ay an open field 
w ould be left for th e better qualities of 
w ines. 
C harles K rug, of Napa, m oved th at a 
com m ittee be appointed w ho shall prepare 
an address and a circular to th e grape- 
grow ers and w ine-m akers, em bodying a 
statem en t of th e difficulties th e w ine in ­ 
dustries are now laboring un d er, and ad­ 
vising them to dry all th e over-production 
of grapes, distill all inferior w ines now in 
th eir possession, and exhorting them to re­ 
frain from producing in ferio r qualities of 
w ine in th e future. 
T he m otion was carried unanim ously. 
A nother m otion was m ade and carried, 
th at th e com m ittee be instructed to call a 
general m eeting of the A ssociation w hen 
th ey have com pleted th eir plans of action, 
an d su b m it such plans for th e considera­ 
tion of th e A ssociation.

M cK inley w as in ­ 
troduced by Judge V an E pps.

is a synopsis of M cK inley's speech : 
A fter acknow ledging ’ his th an k s to the 
P iedm ont Society for th e courtesy and cor­ 
diality of th e invitation, Mr. M cK inley at 
once began by quoting from a speech d e­ 
livered t>v Hon.JJ. R andolph T ucker of V ir­ 
ginia in the H ouse of R epresentatives ou 
M ay IS, 1878, as fo llo w s: “ Therefore, as no 
h ig h er d u ty w hich w ill bring the required 
revenue.” etc. 
Mr. M cK inley said th at 
this definition of a revenue d uty was a fair 
an d frank o n e,an d he accepted it’ A revenue 
tariff, he w ent on to say, is such a one as 
w ill produce tic largest revenue from the 
low est duty. 
TÍ?. low est rate o f d u ty will 
encourage im por . “ ions, dim in ish 
hom e 
production an d inevitably iucrese th e rev­ 
enue. 
It w ill o f necessity check com peti­ 
tion a t hom e, and send our m erchants 
abroad to buy. 
I t affords no protection— 
n o t even incidental—for th e very in stan t 
you discover th a t such a duty favors the 
hom e producer, th at in stan t you discover 
th at iuiportations and revenue are checked, 
and th at our producers are able to control 
th e 
hom e 
m arket, 
or 
a 
p art 
of it. 
A ccording 
to th at free trade 
m axim , 
“ W here protection begins, revenue ends,” 
and th at th e question o f revenue is alw ays 
controlling. 
A revenue tariff is inconsist­ 
ent w ith prelection. 
It is intended tor a 
w holly different purpose. 
It loses its force 
an d character as a genuine revenue w hen 
it becom es to any ex ten t protective. 
It has 
b ut one object, and it can have but one 
effect—th a t of opening u p onr m arkets to 
foreign 
producers, 
th u s 
im poverishing 
hom e production and enriching ou r foreign 
rivals. 
T he speaker then referred to E n g lan d as 
being m ore nearly free trade th an any other 
nation, and he th en m ade a statem en t con­ 
cerning th at co untry’s d utiable articles. 
P assing on, lie raid there was an o th er th e ­ 
ory o f taxation, and it w as th e one w hich 
he believed essential to A m erican develop­ 
m ent and national prosperity, though it 
was based upon exactly opposite princi­ 
ple. 
It perm its all articles of foreign pro­ 
duction— w hether o f field, factory or m ine, 
except luxuries only, w hich we eaunot 
produce — to 
enter 
our 
ports 
free 
an d 
unburdened 
by 
C ustom - house 
exactions. T he duty is to be im posed upon 
the foreign com peting uroduct. 
T h at is, 
th e product w hich, if brought into this 
couutry, w ould contend w ith th e products 
of ou r ow n soil, onr ow n labor and our 
ow n factories and in our ow n m arkets. 
U nder th is system , if th e foreign producer 
w ould enter ou r m ark et w ith a com peting 
product, he m ust contribute som ething tor 
th e privilege w hich h e is to enjoy, aud this 
som ething, in the form o f duties, goes into 
th e T reasury, furnishes a revenue to th e 
G overnm ent, and these duties operate to 
protect the jo in t product of labor and capi­ 
tal against like foreign products. 
A thorough analysis of th e protective 
side of th e question here follow ed, in 
w hich quotations from D em ocratic and 
R epublican 
sources 
abounded. 
Tariff 
legislation was follow ed up from the birth 
of th e A m erican R epublic to th e present 
tim e. 
T he industries w ere paraded w ith 
w ords of 
com m ent and criticism . 
H e 
closed his speech in th e follow ing w o rd s: 
“ M en of Georgia, upon this grea! in d u s­ 
trial question th ere sh o u ld b e no N orth am i 
no South. 
E ^ery section has been in ­ 
trusted w ith th e interests of our country, 
our w hole country. 
To others has been 
confided th e care of o th er nations and 
o th er people. 
W e w ill no t interfere w ith 
them , and we bid them not to interfere 
w ith us. 
My fellow-eitizens, in th is con­ 
flict, influenced by patriotism , n ational in ­ 
terest and national pride, let us be A m er­ 
icans.”

G en eral U a rriso u ’s J o u rn ey from In d i­ 
a n a p o lis to T oled o. 
P eru (In d .), A ugust 21st.—G eneral H a r­ 
riso n au d party left th is m orning for T o­ 
ledo. T h e iiist dem onstration of any kind 
along th e route occurred at K okom o, fifty- 
four m iles from Indianapolis, w here two 
h undred w orkm en and railroad em ployes 
had congregated, aw aiting H a rriso n ’s a r­ 
rival.

of such a treaty as should be made. 


The Chinese exclusion bill has passed 
the House after an acrimonious debate, in 
which both Republicans an 1 Democrats 
endeavored to prove that to their op­ 
ponents was chargeable all blame for past 
failures to afford the relief demanded Ly 
the Pacific coast States. 
In a Presidential year this is’to be ex­ 
pected ; f>nt the truth is, that on these 
shores the two parties have been a unit on 
the question of the necessity and wisdom 
of restricting the immigration of the Chi­ 
nese ; at the East the membership of both 
parties has been divided upon that ques­ 
tion, and not until a comparatively recent 
date has there been enkindled by Califor­ 
nia persistence such a sentiment favorable 
to the California view- of the matter that 
the affirmative of the question could com­ 
mand a majority. 
The United States Senate went in ad­ 
vance some few rears ago; it passed the 
“ Fair Restriction bill,” for which General 
Harrison voted, though Democrats delight 
to appeal to prejudices by arraying Harri­ 
son as pro-Chinese. That bill was put to 
sleep in the House by Democratic opiates, 
and not since then has there been any 
reason to believe that a strong restrictive 
measure could lie pushed through the 
House, until this year. 
But all this pother about party records 
on the question, as exposed by votes in 
Congress, invokes smiles. There is really 
very little in it, except political campaign­ 
ing. Everyone who has been at all ob­ 
servant, knows that there has not been any 
real party division upon the Chinese ques­ 
tion. Partisans have gone this way and 
that, and have divided iu home camps 
with perfect freedom upon the whole sub­ 
ject of the immigration of Chinese, with­ 
out invoking the crack of the party whip. 
When, however, the Democratic party 
leaders set up the claim that theirs is the 
only true and “ original Jacobs,” the only 
Simon-pure anti-Chinese political force, 
they are just as absurd as are those ill- 
advised gentlemen of the Republican party 
who insist that the latter only has been 
the advocate of restriction. No intelli­ 
gent people are to be deceived by such pro­ 
testations. 
This, however, is to be said: the Re­ 
publican party has always proved equal to 
all emergencies and questions. It possesses 
the immeasurably greater virtue in this, 
that its commitment to any policy is the 
result of conviction rather than of a de­ 
sire to gain partisan advantage or attain to 
power. It grew up as the natural off­ 
spring of the party of freedom, and it met 
the shock that threatened the integrity of 
the Union with the courage that is born 
alone of consciousness of right. It sus­ 
tained the friends of free institutions, free 
soil and free men, until the attempt to dis­ 
rupt the nation was put to death by the 
sentiment and arms of loyalty to an indis­ 
soluble Union. After a long and deplora­ 
ble war it met the questions of restoring 
the conditions of prosperity, of discharg­ 
ing an enormous debt, and of return­ 
ing the credit of the country to a 
specie basis, and it proved equal 
to thc-m. Finally it faced a great question 
of civilization in this matter of Chinese 
immigration. It found its membership 
divided in opinion, because of lack of true 
knowledge concerning the subject, and in­ 
doctrination with the sentiment that this 
country is a free harbor of refuge. It be­ 
gan to study tbe Chinese question, and as 
light dawned conviction followed, until 
the party was able to conscientiously de­ 
clare that unrestricted Chinese immigra­ 
tion threatens the social fabric and en­ 
dangers industrial interests. Then came 
the fieriod of legislation to restrict. There 
was not even then, in either party, such 
unity of sentiment -upon the subject as 
was necessary, and as a consequence abor­ 
tive efforts were numerous to check the 
coolie influx. 
The Democracy, however, as it lias al­ 
ways beeu the party of obstruction audde- 
struction, and of trimming for advantage, 
did not fail to employ its usual tactics in 
treating the Chinese question. It came 
around right indue time, but rather as a 
matter of policy—so far as its Eastern 
membership was .concerned, than as tl»c 
result of party ¡perception of a great 
econo trie truth of civilization. 
The new Chinese treaty is .not what it 
ought Id be. Mr. Bayard and Mr. Cleve­ 
land, after dallying with the question 
three long years, hnve at last been out­ 
witted by the «hrewi? Chinese Minister. 
They do-not appear tc have beet industri 
ous to inform 
themselves of the 
real needs of the case, and certain­ 
ly the correspondence of negotiation 
does 
not 
disclose 
.any 
refutation 
by Mr. Bayard of the misstatements of the 
Minister, nor any analysis and exposure of 
his sophistical metltod of reasoning. There 
are five or sir distinctly 
doore in 
the treaty, everyone of whi<¿ 
ought to 
lie guarded so a- to prevent any injustice 
being done to an actual Chiuese resident, 
but ss also as to eliminate tbe ^assibilite* 
of any other slipping in under false pre­ 
tense. The treaty does not do Ibis. It 
opens up the way to perjury, disgui*' and 
an infinite variety of deceit. But it is a 
great deal better thaa the present condi­ 
tion of aflkirs. It is a toogstep in advance 
to secure even so much, and it is cause ) 
for congratulation that Congress has been 
brought to the passage in both Houses, by 
practically unanimous votes, of a measure 
to carry the provisions of the treaty into 
effect. For unsatisfactory as it is, it will 
at least relieve the Federal Courts from 
present burdens aud simplify the method

lias come to a most sensible conclusion re­ 
garding the matter of competition. They 
have resolved that Sacramento will make 
a free exhibit, and do just as well as if In 
competition for the money awaid. Of 
course, this does not affect the right of in- 
vidual exhibitors in the county group to 
enter their goods for individual premiums, 
just as has been done in the past by exhib­ 
itors in all the county exhibits. 
The location of a State insti -ution al­ 
ways attaches to it x something of a local 
character. It is impossible to divest a 
Capital or a State asylum, or a State expo­ 
sition of all looal interest or character. 
I’eople, despite their better judgment, look 
upon the city-or county where such insti­ 
tutions are located as largely dependent 
upon them.. Capitals are always held to 
be a sort of State {lensioners, and as such 
become tarrgets for rebuke. As a matter of 
fact, so fur as Sacramento is concerned it 
is wholly untrue that slic is a State jien- 
sioner. Sacramento county is what it is 
because of natural resources and applied 
industry; the city of Sacramento is what 
it is because of its commercial importance, 
centrality of location, great mechanical in­ 
dustries and Inland trade with Central and 
Northern California. But these very rea­ 
sons, and the fact that she is the natural 
capital of the valley of the State and a 
railway center of special significance, desig­ 
nate her as the proper place for a State 
Fair. 
But the committee of farmers of Sacra­ 
mento county realize that their competi­ 
tion is not viewed without some disfavor— 
some feeling that it is not just the proper 
thing at the State Fair, because of the 
ease with which they can make an exhibit, 
and the freshness of the products they 
can put on view. Their contiguity to 
the Exposition Building enables them to 
avoid packing, and they can thus make 
their exhibit in a superior manner, while 
distant counties have to pack and transport 
their goods more or leas to their injury, 
and at greater or less expense. 
To avoid any shadow oí dissatisfaction 
that might arise, therefore, and to testify to 
their sincerity of effort in making the 
State Exposition truly representative, Sac­ 
ramento’s agriculturists and manufactur­ 
ers will not enter the grouped Sacra­ 
mento county exhibits for competition, but 
will exhibit just the same to show what 
Sacramento’s resources are. 
This is a 
right decision; it speaks of public spirit, 
broad-mindedness and a cordial desire for 
the benefit of the whole State. 
It be­ 
tokens the total absence of localization of 
the fair, so far ss our producers and manu­ 
facturers are concerned, and stands to the 
high credit of the committee and the 
public-spirited men it represents. 
G eneral Boulanger lias secured re­ 
turn to the Chamber of Deputies again. 
This unfortunate result was attained by 
the art of the Reactionists, who favor any­ 
thing that will injure the Republic. 
Boulanger will not behave himself in the 
Chamber; he goes there for the purpose of 
creating trouble, and he is certain to at­ 
tempt it. If the conservative Republicans 
could be induced to leave him alone, to 
make no replies to him of any moment, to 
treat him with the contempt lie deserves, 
there would be no danger in the man.

Important Address by the State 
Board of Trade to Farmers 
and Fruit-Growers. 


'irm tl DISPATCHES TO, THE REOGID-UNION. ] 
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Sax F rancisco, August 21st.—The State 
Board of Trade met in regular session this 
afternoon at the headquarters, on Second 
street. Vive-President H. W . Byington, of 
Santa Rosa, presided. 
The following address to affiliating 
Boards of Trades, Improvement Associa­ 
tions and the citizens of the State gener­ 
ally, was offered by W . H. Mills and 
adopted: 
"The experiment of supplying labor for 
the vineyards and orchards by inducing 
the unemployed youth of the State to en­ 
gage their services, is progressing with 
much encouraging success. The undertak­ 
ing promises to result in the highest gocd 
to the youths employed, as well as to the 
industry in which they find employment. 
Jt promises, iu a large measure, a satis­ 
factory solution of the labor problem for 
the prosecution of many of our leading in­ 
dustries. It is promoting habits of thrift 
aud industry among our own people, and 
disseminating a knowledge of horticulture 
and agriculture, and encouraging a taste 
for these pursuits. It is in the nature of a 
valuable reinforcement of our industrial 
population and an enlargement of the pro­ 
ductive capacity of our people. In this un­ 
dertaking our young countrymen have en­ 
tered into competition with the Chinese, 
contesting witn them the right of an 
American youth to earn his bread 
honest industry. We briieve that 
your 
encouragement 
they 
will 
successful in this contest, and 
most tarnestly solicit this encouragement 
at your hands. The result of the experi­ 
ment now in progress is attended with 
most serious consequences to the future of 
this coast. The great commonwealths of 
this Union were built up wiihout the aid 
of Chinese or slave labor. Their greatness 
was achieved by the free labor of a homo­ 
geneous people. Iu such a system of labor, 
the enterprising proprietor class is con- 
sianily re-enforced from the ranks of the 
employed, as intelligence, industry and 
skill has deserved and enforced promotion. 
For over a third of a century in California 
the wages bill paid by the leading indus­ 
tries of our State has tended to impoverish 
rather than enrich our commonwealth. 
The knowledge, the skill, the thrift, the 
diligence and all the attributes of produc­ 
tive capacity have been lost to our people 
by the employment of a foreign and servile 
labor. The skill and euergv acquired by 
the accomplishment of any great work is 
always worth more to a commonwealth 
than the work accomplished, by reason of 
augmenting the productive capacity of a 
people. Hence, in the employment of our 
own people, we will not only perform the 
labor demanded, but will accumulate a 
wealth of industrial capacity. 
"Tbe great leading obstacle to the em­ 
ployment of our young countrymen in 
horticultural aud agricultural industries is 
found in the character of the accommoda­ 
tions for board and lodging. In the contest 
in which thiy have engaged, it is certainly 
desiiable that the competition should be 
made on the plane ol intelligence, skill 
and sobriety. Upon such plane we have 
no misgivings as to the result, but if pen­ 
ury of food and squalor of lodgings, and 
general uncleanliness and impoverishment 
of lile are to become factors iu the contest, 
then we fear that the industries of the 
country will ieject the labor of ouryouig 
countrymen as not available because not 
sufficiently brutalized. 
"Should the existing contest result in a 
verdict against our young countrymen, and 
the industries of the country reject their 
services as unavailable, then a system of 
servile labor will indeed have been estab­ 
lished. In such a system there is a well- 
defined place for the capitalist on the one 
hand and a semi-slave labor on the other, 
but no well deliued place for worthy com­ 
mon life. Great commonwealths are built 
upon the common life and the common 
employments of men. It is from the 
ranks of labor that 
the be3t en­ 
ergy, enlerprise and intelligence is re­ 
cruited for the higher planes of human 
activity. It is useless for us to seek a re­ 
enforcement of our industrial population 
from the Eastern States and from foreign 
countries while a very large number of tbe 
youths of our own State remain unem­ 
ployed. If the industries of California re­ 
ject as useless the services of the youths of 
our own State, they will likewise reject the 
services of our tellow-countrymeu from 
other Slates. We are constantly being told 
that Chinese labor is cheaper anti more 
available because the Chinese board tkem- 
seives, sleep under sheds or in straw-stacks, 
live on rice as a single article of diet and 
require no attention from the vineyardist 
or ihe orchardist. 
*• Ju addressing you as practical men, we 
are absolved from entering upon any ex­ 
tended argument as to the justification of 
this position. One thing, however, should 
be obvious, and that is, if the experiment 
of employing tbe labor of our own people 
fails, because they have acquired habits of 
cleanliuess aud a civilized sense of decency 
in life, the competition offered by the Chi­ 
nese will affect ail industries alike, and ail 
labor will suffer a degradation conlormable 
to its competition. We appeal again to the 
example of the great Commonwealths of 
New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio and other 
great States of this Union, in vindication 
of the value of the free labor of a homo­ 
geneous people. 
“ We can send cooks with the boys where 
a large number are employed by a single 
proprietor, it moderately comfortable apart­ 
ment are erected, in which plain and de­ 
cent living may be had. If this cannot be 
done, then tents,with clean straw for floors, 
may be furnished. Tbe clemency of our 
climate invites tent life, and makes it quite 
as comfortable as indoor dwelling. We 
most earnestly desire to avoid all the polit­ 
ical ana social controversies to which the 
Chinese question gives rise, but it is tbe 
mission of our organization to promote the 
growth of this commonwealth, and in ful­ 
fillment of that mission,we cannot be indif­ 
ferent to the high value of a prosperous, in­ 
telligent and industrious labor class, from 
the ranks of which an enterprising pro­ 
prietor class alone can be recruited. We 
are inviting the overflowing population of 
the older settlements of our country. Our 
invitation 
will 
prove 
vain 
unless 
there is a legitimate demand for their 
services after they come to us, and such 
demand cannot exist as long as we have 
a large number of unemployed white 
laborers in our own State. The system of 
labor which loses the wages bill paid each 
year by the payment of wages to a class 
which cannot enter the relation of proprie­ 
tor and projector «I enterprises, is a clear 
1 loss to the commonwealth. In the em­ 
ployment of our young countrymen we 
accumulate the wealth the labor produces, 
aud save to the commonwealth the wages 
paid to them. The employment of the 
Chinese, and the payment of wages 
to them is, ic our judgment, a process of 
inq»overisbiiieut. The apparent cheapness 
of such labor is deceptive. In reality it is 
most costly, and our people will commit a 
most fatal economic error in not recogniz­ 
ing these truths. We are not presenting 
these matters as contributions to carrent 
political discussion. We find them in line 
with tbe sober duties which confront us iu 
our associated effort to enlarge all elements 
of community life, and promote tbe growth 
of our commonwealth. If the attempt we% 
are making to supply the agricultural and 
horticultural industries with the labor of 
our own countrymen, and to thus supple­ 
ment the deficiencies of the labor market 
and aid in the eolation of the problem 
which confronts every industry, is ill-ad­ 
vised and mistaken, we would be most 
pleased to have the error pointed out so 
clearly as to justify us in .desisting from 
further effort in this direction. If, how­ 
ever, it is not mistaken and erroneous; if 
our desire to find employ mentior the unem­ 
ployed of our own race and nationality is 
not in perfect consonance with the effort to 
induce others of our nationality <co become 
citizens of our commonwealth, then the 
eilort deserves every encourager» eut and 
assistance at your hands which it ü practi­ 
cable for you "to afford. 
“We, therefore, most respectfully request 
that tüe subject matter be taken under ad­ 
visement by your Board at the earliest 
practicable moment, and that tbe resalí of 
your deliberations be reported to the gen­ 
eral manager for the information of yocr 
Executive Committee, at tbe earliest possi­ 
ble time.” 


THE COLTMBUS EXHIBIT. 
A Magnificent Display to Leave This 
City Thursday. 
The State Board of Trade headquarters 
presented a busy scene nil day Monday 
says the San Francisco Examiner of Tues­ 
day. From an early hour in tbe forenoon 
to late last evening the officers and their 
assistants were engaged in handling the 
constantly arriving contributions for the 
exhibit of California products which leaves 
this city next Thursday for the exposition 
at Columbus, Ohio, in charge of W. H. 
Mills, of the Central Pacific Railroad, who 
has been selected by the California Slate 
Board of Trade as their representative on 
that occasion. 
" The exhibit,” said Secretary Davis, to 
a reporter, "promises to be far superior to 
anything we had anticipated. Our re­ 
quests for contributions have called forth 
most generous responses on all sides, and 
1 am safe in saying that the Columbus ex­ 
hibit will be the finest display of California 
products ever sent out of the Stale. A let­ 
ter was received to-day from A. B. Farns­ 
worth, the Eastern agent of the Chicago 
and Rock Island Railroad Company, in­ 
viting the Board to send the exhibit to the 
International Fair to be held in Buffalo, 
New York, beginning September 10th. 
This we have decided to do immediately 
upon the conclusion of the Columbns ex­ 
position.” 
One of the chief features of the exhibit 
will be several large photographs of the re­ 
cently perfected Doan steam road wagon, 
the only successful attempt ever made at 
propelling a wagon by means of steam 
along an ordinary driveway, one of which 
is now in use at the lumber camp of Towle 
Bros., near Emigrant Gap, this State, and 
capable of moving at the rate of five miles 
an hour over an ordinary road with 120 
tons burden. This wagon was invented in 
Sacramento. 
The whole exhibit will fill about three 
cars. During the exposition Mr. Mills will 
address the people on California, his expo­ 
sition being illustrated by means of stere- 
opticon views of the various counties in 
the State. 
A large amount of descriptive reading 
matter will be forwarded, and all things 
considered, the display plomises to con­ 
tribute much toward inducing immigration 
and making known still further the won­ 
drous resources of the Golden State.

W orthington. 
W hile the H oliy, Blake

It is held under the auspices of 
the State A gricultural Society, and in its 
im portance to the agriculturist, the horti­ 
culturist and the stock raiser, is equal to 
any sim ilar State institution held in the 
Unite-3 States. California is a big State, 
has big products, the finest live stock 
in 
the country, 
the fastest racers in 
the 
world, 
and 
everything 
in 
con­ 
nection w ith her State fair is done on 
a big scale. She offers the biggest prem ­ 
iums, hangs up the biggest purses and has 
the biggest pavilion west of the Mississippi. 
A w riter to an Eastern journal some tim e 
since, in speaking of the western slope, es­ 
pecially of California, referred to every­ 
thing as the “ biggest,” not excepting the 
climate. The farm ers in California, the 
orchardists and the stock-raisers, have so 
far been able to produce samples that can­ 
not be equaled elsewhere in the world, and 
this is a pardonable pride. 
The reports of the size of California 
products were received in the East with 
many grains of allowance until w ithin the 
past two years the placing of her fruits on 
the Eastern m arkets have fully convinced 
that people that this is the hom e of the 
vine, the country that produces the largest 
and m ost luscious fruits, and whose climate 
is equal to that of the Paradise of fiction. 
Last season the California State F air was 
visited by m any hundreds of Eastern tour­ 
ists, who expressed m uch surprise at the 
California products on exhibition. It is 
snid that several excursions will stay over 
ope day during the coming fair in order to 
give the passengers an opportunity to in ­ 
spect for themselves. 
Yesterday a reporter visited Agricultural 
Park, and found scores of carpenters and 
others preparin ; for the coming fair. The 
grounds have been thoroughly renovated, 
the track put in superb condition, and the 
grand and special stands repainted. The 
society has in the past two m onths ex­ 
pended over $10,000 in im provem ents and 
repairs at the race-track, and it never 
looked so well nor offered so m any con­ 
veniences as at present. 
In speaking of the accommodations at 
the Park, Secretary Sm ith said ; 
“ We 
have 305 box and 100 open stalls for horses. 
Over 400 cattle stalls, and our accommoda­ 
tion for sheep, swine and poultry is double 
that of last season. Nearly all the stable 
room ha3 been secured, and by the middle 
of next week we will not have a stall left.” 
The races have been filled, and from the 
character of the entries there is not a ques­ 
tion of doubt but that the racing events 
will be equal to anything in the past, and 
that there will be a clipping of records all 
along the line. 
The Pavilion yesterday presented a busy 
scene. The decorators were at work hang­ 
ing banners and decorations throughout the 
immense building, and the sound of the 
hammer and saw of half a hundred car­ 
penters, who were putting up the largest 
snd most elaborate exhibits, letuinded one 
of an im m ense workshop. 
The frame­ 
work of some of the exhibits are already in 
position, and the chalk liues ou the floors 
dow nstairs and iu the gallery indicate that 
nearly ait the availuble space in that im ­ 
mense am phitheater is taken. 
One exhibit 
tbat is under coarse of construction will 
alone cost hundreds of dollars and others 
equally as elaborate in detail will be erected 
during the coming week. Fifteen counties 
will be represented on a large scale. 
Each 
exhibit will be equal in extent to an ordi­ 
nary county fair, and iu their aggregation 
will m ake the grandest horticultural and 
agricultural display evc-r seen upon the con­ 
tinent. They will take up about three- 
fourths of the entire first floor, aud each 
one will be superintended by a committee 
sent here for tb at purpose by the county 
represented. 
The art gallery, which will be in charge 
of the well-known artist, Norton Bush, 
from the character of artist9 who propose 
making extensive exhibits, will be very 
fine. 
The m anagem ent proposes m any new 
and novel features. One is a baseball con­ 
test between a local nine and an Indian 
nine. This will be given on Admission 
Day in honor of the Native Sons of the 
Golden W est. The Indians are said to b e 
expert ‘‘ball tqssers.” 
They are brought 
over 300 miles, and it is expected that they 
will furnish rare am usem ent. They are 
also experts at football, and they challenge 
the State for a contest at the latter game. 
This same band of braves wili also give a 
war-dance one evening at the Pavilion. 
They will be dressed in war-paint and 
feathers, and keep tim e to their chanting 
song by the snapping of bamboo sticks and 
the beating of the tom-tom. 
They will be 
accompanied by their prophets and m edi­ 
cine men, and will not be the least among 
the interesting features of the fair. 
Season tickets will be $5, as usual, and 
single admissions, 50 cents.
